and complaineth thac the monies promi- 
ſed were not yet comein, When no pro- 
ceediogs farther could be had, and few 
Eſtates mere prelent , another meeting 
was appointed about the firſt day of 
' November, when there ſhould be heas 
ring had of the/actounts and charges of 
the warce:and fefolved upon what forme 
of governmed; for the time wo come at 
"Mn Annſfter 
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Mnnſter ſhould. be eſtabliſhed, When 
'thatday came, the Legate of King Fers 


dinand reports the canfes of the calling + 
this Aſſembly , namely among other 
things, that it might be alſo thought on 
how the ( tie lately raken might be bence« 
forth ſerltd in its old Religion .
